Your  Worship  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  for  your  consideration,  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  of 
Wareham  for  the  year  1947, 

The  Registrar-General's  estimate  of  the  mid  year  resident 
population  shows  an  increase  of  93  on  last  years  figures. 

There  has  been  no  significant  alteration  in  the  birth  or  death 
rates  or  in  their  relation  to  the  rates  for  England  and  /ales. 

The  health  of  the  district  has  been  satisfactory  during  the  year 
and  there  has  been  no  undue  incidence  of  infectious  disease.  -n-lthourh 
the  country  experienced  the  severest  recorded  epidemic  of  acute 
poliomyelitis  during  the  year,  no  cases  occurred  in  the  Borough  in 
spite  of  known  contact  with  cases. 

There  was  a  slight  fall  in  the  percentage  of  the  child  population 
considered  immunised  ugainst  diphtheria  at  31st  December,  1947. 

The  number  of  cases  of  scabies  and  verminous  conditions  have 
steadily  declined  since  the  war  years;  and  in  1947  no  cases  of  scabies 
and  onl^  7  cases  of  verminous  conditions  were  notified. 

The  housing  problem,  although  not  so  acute  in  the  Borough  as  in 
other  parts  of  the  County,  is  never  the  less  one  of  some  magnitude 
and  urgency*  There  are  many  families  living  under  unfavourable 
conditions  anJ  a  number  of  young  married  couples  who  have  no  homes  of 
their  own.  The  health  of  a  community  depends  to  a  very  great  extent 
on  the  environmental  conditions  under  which  it  lives,  c.nd  the  provision 
of  satisfactory  living  conditions  is  the  most  important  single  factor 
which  would  make  for  the  greatest  advance  in  the  prevention  of  much 
ill  health. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for  their  kindness  an" 
consideration  and  the  Sanitarv  Inspector  and  other  Officers  of  the 
Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during  the  year.

An  extension  of  the  water  main  was  carried  out  in  the  Bere  Roar3  and  Carey 
Roa^  to  serve  the  Council's  new  Housing  Estate. 

Sewerage  anB  Drainage 


During  the  year  extension  of  the  Public  Sewer  in  the  Bere  Roa^  and  Carey 
Roar*,  to  serve  the  Council's  new  Housing  Estate  and  adjoining  existing  properties. 

In  a^ition  to  serving  the  Borough  the  Sewerage  system  receives  drainage 
from  27  houses  on  the  Bestwall  Estate^  which  is  iust  outside  the  Borough  boundary. 

Storm  water,  as  far  as  is  practicable,  is  excluded  from  the  sewerage  system 
and  is  drained  bv  soakaway  pits  or  through  storm  water  drains  to  the  rivers 
Frome  or  Piddle. 

The  sewerage  works  consist  of  three  rumping  stations  situated  at  South 
Bestwall,  North  Bridge,  and  Northport,  and  a  disposal  works  situated  on  8  acres 
of  land  on  the  Borough  boundary  to  the  north-east  of  the  town.  The  length  of 
rising  mains  is  3,800  yards  an^  provision  is  ma^e  for  the  chlorination  of 
sewage  at  the  pumping  stations,  but  little  or  no  chlorination  was  carried  out 
during  the  year. 

The  disposal  works  consist  of  :  - 

A  Balancing  Tank,  capacity  7814  gallons. 

D.W.F.  3  hours  -  this  tank  is  not  now  use'3. 

The  Dortmund  Tanks,  capacity  39,060  gallons. 

D.TT.F.  15  hours. 

Five  Sludge  Beds,  area  5.250  sq.  ft. 

An  area  of  approximately  5  acres  of  lanf  is  user*  for  the  treatment 

of  the  effluent  from  the  DortmunJ  Tanks. 

The  Affluent  from  the  Dortmund  Tanks  is  run  off  into  broad  trenches; 
during  wet  periods  these  trenches  are  all  full  to  overf lowing ,  an-3  there  is 
evidence  that  the  land  has  become  sewage  sick  and  unable  to  deal  with  the  volume 
of  sewage.  There  is  no  suitable  land  near  the  works  for  extension  end  it  seems 
probable  that  at  some  future  date  the  provision  of  further  treatment  plant  will 
be  necessary. 

As  a  result  of  a  request  from  the  Council  the  County  Education  Committee 
agreed  to  replace  the  pail  closets  at  the  Infants  School  in  "Test  Streot,  with 
water  closets  connecter*  to  the  Public  Sewer.
